ed she had been abducted. 


The executive secretary of Way- 


side Waifs, Inc., was unharmed 
and in good health. 


Her husband, Sheldon Eh. Web- 


ster, called police to report the 
return of his wife and she re- 
lated she had been released from 
a car near Liberty Memorial Mall. 


Mrs. Webster told detectives 


Joe Kilbane and Chester Graham 
she had taken a taxi home after 
her release. 


Kilbane said Mrs. Webster said 


she had received a call Sunday 
night to pick up an injured dog 
at Kernodle's lake. A car block- 
ed her truck as she backed from 
the Wayside Waifs animal shelter 
on One Hundred Eighteenth street 
west of U. S. highway No. 71. 


Kilbane said Mrs. Webster re- 


ported lihat two men took her 
from the truck, forcing her to 
drive away in their car. 
Was Blindfolded 
After about a 45 minute drive, 


Mrs. Webster said, she was taken 
to a house where she was held 
until her release. She was blind- 
folded and her hands were tied 
except when she was permitted to 
eat. 
She said she could furnish 


little description of the men. 


Mrs. Webster said that after 


she was forced into the car she 
heard the voices of two women 
but she could not see them be- 
cause she was blindfolded. 


She told police she was not 


abused while she was held cap- 
tive in the house. 
She related 


that her abductors made numer- 
ous turns on the way to the 
aouse, apparently to confuse her 
sense of direction. 


Except when she had to go to 


;he bathroom, she said she was 
not permitted to leave the room 
where she was a prisoner. 
She 


reported she was fed by a plump, 
jray-haired woman who appeared 
;o be about 50 years old. 


She related that three tele- 


phone calls were received at the 
aouse while she was held there. 
After one, she related, she heard 
one of the men say the "boss" 
lad called and that they had to 
jet Mrs. Webster 
out of the 


louse. 


It was shortly after that, she 


;old 
police, that she was taken 


;o the Liberty Memorial Mall 
overlooking Kansas City's busi- 
ness district and only a short 
distance from the union railroad 
station. 
She said she was told 


;o sit on the lawn by one of 
he men, who then jerked off her 
jlindfold 
and disappeared into 


he night. 


Mrs. Webster was taken to a

days.

dent Truman signed a proclama- 
tion declaring the treaty to be 
in effect.

pact nations witnessed the sign- 
ing at a White House ceremony.

cooperation of the western pow-

"This is a momentous occasion

"but for all peoples who share our 
profound desire for stability and 
peaceful development. 


"By this treaty we are not only 


seeking to establish freedom from 
aggression and from the use of 
force in the North Atlantic com- 
munity but we are also actively 
striving to promote and preserve 
peace throughout the world."

Mr. Truman at the big desk in his 
oval office was Henri Bonnet, the 
French ambassador.

Another Congress Group 
Seems Way Out of Bounds

Housing Expediter Tighe Woods has an- 


nounced that federal rent controls will be 
abolished October 1 in one-third of the areas 
where they now operate. 
About 4,500,000 


dwelling' units in communities of less than 
100,000 population would be affected. 


Woods said this drastic curtailment of con- 


trols would be made necessary by a prospective 
cut in his budget from a requested $20,000,000 
to 517,500,000. The reduction was the work of 
a House-Senate conference group ironing out 
differences on the appropriations bill covering 
outlays for the expediter's office. 


The only alternative to the decontrol now 


planned. Woods said, v/ould be to "fire one-third 
of my employes and attempt to maintain only 
token rent control throughout the country." He 
chose what he regarded the lesser evil. 


If Woods is sincere in his position and not 


merely trying to pressure Congress into restor- 
ing cuts that might be at least partially war- 
ranted, this situation is an unfortunate one. 


It then becomes another instance of the 


powerful appropriations committees taking into 
their hands authority they do not properly en- 
joy. 
These groups have exhibited a growing 


tendency to usurp power that belongs to the 
regularly constituted legislative committees of 
Congress. It is not the business of the appro- 
priations committees to determine legislative 
policy. 


In this case, Congress has voted a 1949 rent 


control law. The act permits local and state 
governments to initiate action for the removal 
of ceilings when in their judgment the situation 
in particular areas justifies. 
Many units have 


availed themselves of this option. 


But Congress did not declare a policy of 


widespread, wholesale decontrol. It argued that 
question long and hard and wound up by re- 
taining general ceilings. 


Consequently, 
the 
appropriations 
groups 


appear to be off their reservation when they so 
sharply trim the housing expediter's budget as 
to necessitate broad decontrol in defiance of 
expressed congressional intent. It means a re- 
lative handful of men are seeking to super- 
impose their judgment on the decisions already 
taken by the full legislature. 


If rent controls are to be abandoned whole- 


sale, that determination should originate in the 
committees lawfully authorized to make it. The 
full House and Senate should meantime reject 
the recommendations of the joint conference 
group which would have such sweeping impact. 


Challenge For 'Me-Tooers' 


Guy Gabrielson, newly elected chairman of 


the Republican 
National Committee, hasn't 


had time to sketch even the bare outlines of a 
new program for the GOP in coming election 
campaigns. But he has managed to say he will 
try to avoid me-tooism." 


That is a hopeful sign. If Gabrielson can 


help his party to find the elements of political 
philosophy which is not only distinct from that 
of the Democratic Party but appealing to voters, 
he will have done more than his share as 
chairman. 


Past chairmen have tended to focus on cam- 


paign tactics in particular Senate and House 
races around the country. In so doing, they 
have largely ignored the overall strategy which 
can come only from a well-conceived philosophy 
of government. That lack has probably been a 
big factor in the GOP's repeated downfall in 
presidential years. 


No one can think the matter out for htem; 


they must do it themselves. The sooner they 
start, the better. 


That is Gabrielson's challenge: not simply to 


win enough places to capture control of Congress 
for the Republicans, but to help them find a 
cause that enough people can believe in to wish 
to see its chief advocate in the White House 
in 1952. 


Young Drivers Need Curb 


New York State has' stepped in with a ma- 


neuver designed to help curb the high accident 
rate among automobile drivers under 25 years 
of age. 


The State Insurance Department has boosted 


liability rates 15 to 20 per cent for drivers in 
this age group. What that means is that young 
drivers will have to pay more than other nisior- 
ists for insurance, probably until such time as 
a lowered accident record indicates they are a 
safer bet on the highways. 


The high accident rate among young drivers 


is a nation-wide rash that needs stamping out 
promptly. Other states might well copy the 
New York example as one means of reducing 
the menace.

plan No. 1 to set up a department of welfare.

Reps. Robert Grosser and Wayne Hays of Ohio. 
They conferred with him on government re- 
organization plans. 


"As long as government reorganization can 


be -vetoed by either branch of Congress," said 
Hays, "it will be impossible to effect economy 
in expenditures. It's the old story of lobby 
pressure. The lobbies go to work behind-the- 
scenes and kill these proposals. That happened 
when Hoover was president and what the 
Senate did on this proposal was more of the 
same." 


"That's true," said Truman, "but they are not 


scaring me. If the Hoover commission's mag- 
nificent report is to mean anything, it will have 
to be put into effect. 
I am going to keep on 


sending plans for that purpose to Congress. 
Whenever one is vetoed, I'll send up a revised 
plan" in its place."

Vaughan uses themes from the regular ma- 


terial prepared by the Presbyterian church for 
such classes. He does not wear his uniform to 
church. Vaughan is an elder of the church and 
popular with parishioners and his class. He 
enlivens his teaching with jokes and witticisms. 


Note — Vaughan has told friends that regu- 


lar army antipathy to reserve officers is one of 
the secret influences behind the Senate probe. 
Vaughan has long been critical of "West Point- 
ers." 


Tidelancl Oil 
Sen. Joe O'Mahoney, D., Wyo., chairman of 


the interior affairs committee, has thrown a 
monkey wrench into the drive to steamroller 
through a so-called ''compromise" on the Tide- 
lands oil issue. 


He was supposed to sponsor "compromise" 


legislation in the Senate. But after examining 
the bills agreed on at secret conferences with 
California, Texas and Louisiana officials, O'- 
Mahoney refused to have anything to do with 
them. 


Hearings on the measures are scheduled to 


open today before a House judiciary subcom- 
mittee, headed by Rep. Francis E. Walter, D., 
Pennsylvania. 


One of the measures is an out-and-out grab. 


It would give the states the bulk of these vast 
oil reserves that the supreme court ruled be- 
long to the federal government. 
The other 


measure gives the government a better break. 
It would divide the proceeds 50-50. 


Says O'Mahoney, "I don't consider these bills 


satisfactory. 
Early this year, I introduced a 


bill that would provide federal control over 
the management of Tideland Oil. I have not 
changed my position on that bill." 


The chances of legislation on this issue are 


remote at this session.

• The Doctor Says 


Diet, Exercise and Sleep Are 
The Three Big Health Factors

It is said that the Chinese pay 


their doctors for keeping them 
well and stop paying when the 
patients fall ill. There is perhaps 
some question as to whether this 
saying is strictly true, but keeping 
in good health is certainly some- 
thing everyone wants. 


There are certain positive steps 


which everyone can take in order 
to increase the chances of staying 
in good health. The diet is one of 
these. 
Everyone should include 


enough of the basic foods to sup- 
ply energy needs, but not so much 
as to produce fatness which car- 
ries serious health risks. 


The three basic foods are<.the 


starches or carbohydrates, such as 
sugar, potato and bread; proteins, 
which include meat, eggs, fish, 
fowl, and milk; and the fats, such 
as oleomargarine butter and fat 
meat. 
A balanced diet of these 


foods is needed. 
Minerals Play a Big- Part 
In addition to these basic foods, 


minerals are necessary, partic- 
ularly for the growing child. Cal- 
cium, which is an important part 
of the bone and teeth, is obtained 
largely from dairy products. Most 
other minerals, like iron, which 
the blood must have, are present 
in vegetables.

Missouri's 128th Field Artillery 
Battalion, Missouri National Guard 
began their training in earnest 
Monday as the 35th Division, now 
in summer encampment at Fort 
Leonard Wood got down to the 
business of familiarization with 
United States Army equipment 
and methods. 


After a day spent in establish- 


ing camp and getting equipment 
and weapons ready for the 14-day 
training period ahead, the Guards- 
men, many of whom are getting 
their first taste of Army life 
are now in the midst of actual, 
full-scale military training. 


For most of the members of 


128th, whose batteries come from

millimeter howitzer, the mainstay 
of the light artillery.
